LONDON, March 23.—The British Gov- 
ernment igunderstood in political circles 
to be working for a conference during 
the Summer ‘to deal with the European 
political situation on the same lines as 
i ' the Dawes conference handled economic 
problems. 

France, Italy and other allies will be 
asked first to survey the entire field and 
formulate proposals which all can ac- 
cept. Then Germany. and other ex-enemy 
powers will be invited to attend and the 
program aid before them for their ob- 
eervations and adhesion. 

Whether the United States would be 
invited to send representatives, or at any 
rate observers, would depend upon the 
disposition she showed. in response to 
diplomatic soundings which are sure to 
take place. ,Great Britain would be 
greatly gratified if she participated in 
the conference in any capacity. 


Aid of Americans Not Forgotten. 


Remembrance is lively here of how 
much the American representatives con- 
tributed to the success of the economic 
conference ‘last year. 
the specific proposals made by the Dawes 

_ Committee but the quiet, persistent. ‘work 
in the canference committees of met ike 
Secretary Kellogg, polonel Logan and 
Owen D. Young in smoothing over diffi- 
culties and suggesting expedients as out- 
side observers which‘ brought the confer- 
ence in the end toa successful conclusion, 
andthe presence of ‘Americans at the 
new conference acting in the sanie capad- 
ity afid same spirit would be considered 
@ great gain to the cause of peace. 

Austen Chamberlain is not expected 
to make announcement of the confer- 
ence idea in his speech in the Commons 
tomorrow and will in fact not be in 
the position to forward greatly public 
knowledge of what is going on in high 
poliitical cirgles. England and France 
have not yet succeeded in reaching full 
agreement on Buropean policy, although 
each knows the other's views and is 
trying to suit her own proposals to 
thé other’s ideas, and not yet is there 
complete agreement in-the British. Cab- 
inet. 

But Mr. Chamberlain is faced with 
the fact that’ England is morally 
pledged to France to do something to 
give her the security she needs; that 
England absolutely killed at Geneva 
the protoépl plan which had French 
approval, and that she must devise 
something. before the Assembly of the 
League meets in September, when her 
views have to be expressed, to take the 
place of the protocol. 


Bevised Regional Accord Favored. 


At present Great Britain is strongly 
inclined to the revival of the regional 
agreement idea, with this important 
amendment: When it was put forward 
before, France, at any rate, conceived 
it as a compact between. the Allies in 
certain regions against possible ene- 
mies. Great Britain now proposes to 
take into the compact the Powers from 
which trouble is expected. She thus 
welcomed the offer from Germany to 
be’ one of the guarantécing powers of 
the latter’s western bourfidaries and 
would be prepared to listen to her rep- 
resentations about Eastern Europe if 
they resulted in Berlin. agreeing to 
limit its objections to present arrange- 
ments to peaceful means of amendment. 

The former method of selective re- 
gional ‘agreements have always been 
criticized here as savoring too much 
of the old discredited balance of power, 
while it is argued that regional com- 
pacts, including every country. con- 
cerned, are in absolute accord: with the 
League idea. 


Debt Issue Discussed in Paris. 


PARIS, March 23 (Associated Press).— 
The activities of M. de Fleuriau, French 
Ambassador to Great Britain, now home 
in Paris for consultations, show that 
while security is uppermost in the diplo- 
matic negotiations in progress the ques- 
tion of the interallied debts is not being 
lost sight of. 

During the day, between tue visits to 
Premier Herriot, M.- de Fleuriau con- 
ferred with all the specialists of the 
Foreign Office and the Ministry of 
Finance on all aspects of the debt ques- 
tion as well as the sécurity problem.

LONDON, March 23.—Of the two sen- 
sational cases before the law courts, the 
one in which Mrs. Francis aterhouse 
sued Sir Davis and Lady Wilson-Barker 
for money obtained from her late hus- 
band resulted today-in a verdict of 
£12,076 in her favor. 

Justice Shearman, summing up,. com- 

mented on the prominence given to the 
cases by the press and the curiosity of 
the public, 
},“‘It: 1sf6r' rio public benefit,’’ he said, 
‘becaune it conveys widely the notion 
‘that the class who form the great bulk 
of: English well-tordo. society pre Uke 
the. people who appear in thes cases. 
The publicity and notoriety given to 
these cases conveys a wholly false and 
misleading impression of what English 
sodlal and family ‘life is; and I hope you 
will dispose of this casé at once, 80 that 
it may be buried and forgotten.”’ 

In the Dennistoun case Justice McCar- 
die, summing up and commenting on its 
nature, said he did not regret the hours 
spent on the hearing. 

Counsel had referred to it as a black- 
mailing case, he said, and he had some- 
times heard it said cases containing un- 
pleasant details should be settled. He 
would never say that, if the case was 
one that ought to be tried. If a defen- 
dant made payment on an ‘unfounded 
claim because the details were unpleas- 
ant, no greater encouragement could be 
given for improper claims.

HARTFORD, Conn., March 23.—As 
the opening shot of. the defense for 
Gerald Chapman, the mail bandit, his 
eounsel, Frederick Groeh of New York, 
and’ Nathan Freeman of Hartford, will 
file a motion, as soon as Chapman’s 
trial for life opens here tomorrow fore- 
noon, protesting ‘against the ‘‘array of 
the jury.” 

In other words, Chapman seems to 
have assumed direction of his own. de- 
fense against the charge of murdering, 
Oct. 12, Policeman James Skelley, of 
New Britain, who surprised two safe 
blowers in a New Britain department 
store. The novel motion comes as a 
result of Chapman's perusal of the 
Connecticut general statutes. 

Sectidn 2688 of the Connecticut Code 
specifies the fair method of drawing 
talesmen fcr a murder trial. Chapman is 
to have his lawyers argue against ac- 
cepting the panel of 150 who will be 
present tomorrow, because, for instance, |

Counsel Wants Hartford Men, 
“I. would much prefer a may from Be 
City of Hartford to one ffom the - 
lying districts,” said Mr. Groeh! tonight 
on his arrival from New York. ‘I be- 
lieve those .men will he bettér able to 
judge the case. In spite of the fact that 
Hartford County has been saturated 
with Chapman and the news of his al- 
leged crime and trial, I believe that men 
in Hartford are not so jikely to read 
the papers as men from the smaller 
towns. For that reason I am going ‘to 
make a determined fight to have Hart- 
ford’s proportionate quota filled. 

“There is no use or need fof me to 
say again what Chapman believes. He 
believes he is up against the toughest 
situation ‘in his life. He denies he was 
in New Britain with Walter Shean, and 
that deriial also holds good for the shoot- 
ing of Skelley. He admits that he 
knows Shean. But he issues through me 
an unqualified denial that he was with 
Shean in New Britain the time Skelley 
was killed. ° 

“Let the State prove its case. All I 
ask is that my client receive a fair 
trial—a trial that any juror sitting on 
the case would wish his mother, father, 
or any one near and dear to: him to 
have. If I receive that for Gerald Chap- 
man I &sk nothing more.” 

In New Britain this afternoon the 
widow of the slain policeman, Mrs. Skel- 
ley, was discovered by newspapermen 
frying doughnuts. 

*‘No, I’m not going to the trial, and I 
haven't any wish to go,” said Mrs. Skel- 
ley. ‘‘Poor Pa is dead, and going up 
to look at the man they say killed him 
will not help me any, or bring him to 
life again. So far as I’m concerned, I 
hope they don’t hang Chapman. It 
won’t do me and. my three kids any 
good, and who will benefit, anyway?’’

NASHVILLE, Tenn., March 23.—En- 
actment of a law to prohibit the teach- 
ing of the theory of-evolution in State- 
supported schools of Tennessee was com- 
pleted today with the signing of the 
measure by Governor-Austin Peay. The 
Governor, quoting frofii the Federal Con- 
stitution ‘‘thet all men have a natural 
and indefeasible right to worship Al- 
mighty God according to the dictates of 
their own conscience,’’ said in a state- 
ment that the bill was a ‘‘distinct pro- 
test against an irreligious tendency to 
exalt so-called science and deny the 
Bible in, some schools and quarters.” 

“‘Nobody will deny that the Holy Bible 


teaches that man was created by God in 
His own image,"’ the Governor contin- 
ued. “This bill is founded on the idea

ASSURE AREDUCTION,

March Payments Show That the 
Estimated Surplus May Reach 
$100,000,000. |

WASHINGTON, March 23.—Action by 
Congress at the next session further to 
reduce taxation virtually Was assured 
today, when the Treasury Department 
announced that at least $430,000,000 | ———————————. 
would be collected in income taxes as 
the March quarterly payment under the 
new rates. This meets with the expec- 
tations of the Government experts, and 
the indications now are that the 
budgetary surplus of» $68,000,000 esti- 
mated forthe end of the fiscal year 
on June 30, 1925, will be exceeded and 
may reach more than $100,000,000, 

Payments ‘of income taxes due on 
March 15 were the first to be returned 
on the basis of the lowered rates which 
became effective on Jan. 1, this year, 
and there has been mutch speculation 
among Government experts concerning 
the total which would be paid. It was 
admitted that the ability of the Gov- 
ernment to adopt lower rates for tax 
payments to be made in 1926. would be 
determined largely by the results of the 
working of the rates fixed for paymegts 
to be made in 1925.

ALBANY, March 23.—After one of the 
longest debates of the session, the Re-

Enright’s Secret Order Sends 
the Whole Force on a 
Hunt for Criminals. 


























PURPOSE NOT DISCLOSED 


Results, Too, Are Hidden—All 
to Be in Line-Up Today, and 
‘Victims May View Them. 


The biggest round-up of crooks and 
criminals ever ordered in New York City 
since the days/of Police Chief Devery 
coninienced last night whefi all patrol- 
men and detectives throughout the city 
received confidential orders: to arrest 
all known thieves and criminals and 
bring them to the line-up at Police 
Headquarters at 9 o’clock this morning. 

Although the order itself is unprece- 
dentedly sweeping,. information could 
not be had that the. effects were also. 
The police worked secretly, and they 
booked an unusual number of pects, 
either at the precinct station: houses or 
at headquarters, the fact was not al- 
lowed to bécome known. | Early this 
morning there had been no announce- 
ment as to the results of the drive, and 
it appeared that the extent would not be 
known until masked’ detectives began 
to survey the faces at the line-up this 
morning. f 

Last. night’s round-up will in some 
measure demonstrate the success or fail- 
ure of Commissioner Enright's school of 
detectives. Gradually the older detectives, 
men who have grown: gray in the Police 
Department, have been replaced by 
younger, active mén who havé graduated 
from the detective school. 


“A Change in Method. 


The methods employed by the detec- 
tives have changed and as a result of 
the school the old system of every de- 
tective having a number of stool pigeons 
on whom he could rely for information 
regarding denizetis of the snderworld 
suspected of complicity in a particular 
crime, has beeti aced by that of the 
detectives themsélves running down the 
criminals by close observance of clues. 

Police headquarters this morning will 
be’ filled with the most notorious crim- 
inals in the United States if the efforts 
of the detectives are successful. 

Every resort where criminals art wont 
to gather was visited by detectives dur- 
ing the evening and in many cases the 
policemen came back two or three times. 
Not even the more expénsive night clubs 
were overlooked and aftér midnight 
many of these ;were quietly. visited by 
Plain clothes men who stood inside the 
doorways and cast inquiring glances at 
the maleepatrons, notwithstanding their 
gleaming shirt fronts and dinner coats. 

Hundreds of young men carrying musi- 
cal instrument cases were halted during 
the early hours 2f the morning and com- 
pelled to prove that they were really 
musicians from dance orchestras instead 
of robbers using the instrument cases to 
carry the tools of their trade.

StncLair’s oil concession was not 
accepted by President CooLipam as a 
reason in itself for recognizing the 
Soviet Government, so there seems no 
inclination at the White House to re- 
gard the Japanese oil concession in 
Sakhalin as a casus belli with Japan. 
The Moscow students con their Com- 
munist textbooks and scratch their 
heads in perplexity over such peculiar 
behavior on the part of the Washing- 
ton lackeys of capitalism. The authors 
of some of our own radical textbooks 
might issue a new edition in which 
they take cognizance of an Administra- 
tion which refuses to alter its Russian 
policy at the behest of its big Dusitiess 
men. But most probably the radical 
textbooks will explain it on other 
grounds.

FLIRTING WITH THE LEAGUE. 

Despite the partiality of German 
diplomats for imposing ‘‘ conditions,’’ 
it now looks as if Germany would 
enter the League of Nations uncondi- 
tionally next September. She has re- 
ceded from her untenable position that

Other industries—mining, transpor- 
tation, manufacturing—have evolved 
into completely integrated systems. 
But agriculture has suffered from 
arrested development. The . use of 
steam and machinery transformed 
other industries from household occu- 
pations into.huge, centralized organi- 
zations which produce ten or a hun-) 
dred fold as much per worker as in 
the earlier days. But farming is still 
in the handicraft stage. One reason, 
no doubt, has been the difficulty in 
adapting machinery to the processes 
of the farm. It is easier to cut and 
sew shoe leather by steam than™ to 
plant and weed a garden plot. Costs 
of production and distribution, cut into 
fractions by the large-scale production 
in other industries, have allowed for 
profits that attracted both capital and 
technical skill, while ,agriculture still 
starves for both. 

Farmers will. not be. treated like 
** business men” until farming has 
been made a business. That this can 
be done—thanks to the gasoline engine 
—is being demonstrated in isolated 
instances. A corporation, organized 
by THomas D. CAMPBELL in Montana, 
for example, has already effected an 
industrial revolution in the production 
of wheat and certain other crops with 
results that promise to parallel those 
in other industries a decade or so ago. 
By large-scale operations and the sub- 
stitution of machinery for human and 
animal power at every turn of the way, 
he puts farming on a strictly business 
basis. It is Mr. CAMPBELL’s belief that 
through the application of engineering 
skill and modern administrative meth- 
ods, and by the spread of the risks, 
both financially and geographically, 
through adequate capital and exten- 
sive holdings, the farm corporation of 
tomorrow can be made as sound an in- 
vestment as the steel corporation of 
today. To prove this to the satisfac- 
tion of the banker, the technician and’ 
the executive would be a far greater 
| Service to farming than anything Mr. 
JARDINE could possibly say or Con- 
gress could possibly. do. Then the 
farmer would be treated as a business 
man, because that is what in fact he

UNDERSTANDING THE BRAIN.

As to the live 
brain something has been discovered 
of the general location of several of 
its more obyious functions—such as 
speech, action, judgment and emo- 
tional control. But the’ true nature 
of its subtler activities and of its. dis- 
eases ‘‘ remains almost as mysterious 
as it was during the Middle Ages.’’ 
Never has the injunction to self- 
knowledge seemed so difficult. 
' Several diseases are known to re- 
sult from the shriveling or eati 
away of the brain. But the oat of 
most agonizing. to the patient, most 
destructive to society, are accompanied 
with no discernible lesion of nerve 
structure. A dipsomaniac may have 
three children each as abnormal as 
himself, yet each with a totally dis- 
tinct malady—the nerve tissue of one 
and all being apparently sound. ‘‘ Cer- 
ebral physiology,’’ says Dr. CaRRBL, 
*‘ is in the embryonic stage. We are 
still entirely ignorant of the prop- 
erties of nerve cells, the nature ‘of 
nervous energy and the significance 
of ‘telepathic phenomena. No one 
suspects the manner in which mem- 
ory, intelligence, courage, judgment 
and the imagination are connected 
“with the brain cells." In modern 
life the need of such knowledge is 
acute. Within a century-a majority 
of mankind have become city dwellers, 
subject to nervous shocks and strains. 
Bacteriological diseases we have large- 
ly overcome; but the diseases of the

watch out carefully and intelligently.

That may not 
conduce to the breeding of a perfect 
race, but it has its advantages, in that 
the superior folk have leisure for their 
higher forms of work= and are not 
obliged to raise their own food, kill 
their own meat, build their own houses 
and boats, or fight their own battles 
with individual enemies. \ 


A Wise One of Beos- 
ton, L. VERNON Briccs, 
an alienist, says that

- "The. vital need of millions of motorists 
is more exits and entrances to New 
York City. under ‘reasonable motoring 
conditions; ‘This applies to residents of 
every State in the Union, but particu- 
larly to. those living in New York State 
and New York: City. 

An excellent start has been made 
this direction in the .building of the 
Bronx River Parkway, which is nearing 
completion after twelve years of work. 
That this; wisely conceived and splen- 
didly executed plan should be continued 
on from its present ending at Valhalla 
through the hills of Westchester County 


has long ‘been the hope of those who 


longed for relief fromthe present con- 
gested road conditions that prevail in 
and about the metropolis. 

Fulfillment of this desire seemed in 
sight .when the Westchester County 
Park Commission created a plan for an 
extension from the northern endrof the 
Bronx River Parkway at Valhalla, to 
Peekskill, and called’ the State Park- 
way. This would be the logical step 
to free flowing traffic in and. out of 
New York City,.in that {t would connect 
the Bronx Parkway with the already 
constructed road to the completed Bear 
Mountain Bridge over the Hudson 
River (the already ‘constructed road 
starting just outside of Peekskill). 

This State -Parkway would relieve 
traffic congestion om the ,Albany Post 
Road out of and into New York City, 
would be of great beriefit to those going 
to or coming from different parts of the 
State, those from the West and to many 
bound to or from. Carfada. It would 
relieve traffic on the Boston Post Road 
from New England, by motorists from 
that section connecting with the new 
State Parkway in the Croton Lake 
district. yy 

With this new State Parkway com- 
pleted New York City and Westchester 
County residents could get to an objec- 
tive point in the county week-ends 
without spending most of a hot Sum- 
mer’s day in an endless halting line of 
slowly moving vehicles, enveloped in 
foul smelling. motor fumes. 

Unbiased opinion: cannot but agree 
that the new State Parkway is the’ first 
logical step to ease the present con- 
gested condition existing in the north 
and south traffic situation. 

But instead of getting the big job done, 
the Westchester County Park Commis- 
sion, in order to get codperation from 
local parts of the county, is engaging in 
the immédiate planning and probable 
building of feeders to the proposed main 
State Parkway before this parkway it- 
self is completed. New York State and 
New York City taxpayers’ money as 
well as Westchester County’s is going 
into these undertakings, and there is no 
reason why any local section: should be 
appeased until the most important work, 
for the benefit of’ the most people, is 
done.

There has been a certain un- 
couth candor about Germany’s anxiety 
to pave the way for breaking up the 
present outlines of the Polish State. 
Her methods have, on -the surface, 
been indirect. Her very anxiety to 
promise everything for the Western 
boundaries is meant to offset her un- 
willingness to accept the status quo 
on the Hast. This is not only a grave 
question for Poland, which would suf- 
fer most from territorial violations of 
the Versailles Treaty in the East, but 
also for Czechoslovakia and for the 
States of Centra] Europe, which would 
thus ' see a chaotic political tendency 
again rampant. For France, which 
relies on Poland for military aid in 
the event of a new German war, a 
blow at Poland is unthinkable. 
Moderate Germans have come to see 
that although Germany might loose a 
little by joining the League uncondi- 
tionally she would also gain much.

FARMERS AS BUSINESS MEN;. 

Secretary JARDINE says that “ what

The ‘“flivver of the air”’ is still in 
the experimental stage.

Since the day at Belmont Park, ten 
years ago, when a daring Frenchman 
made short flights in a Httle plane 
that looked more like a dragon-fly 
than an albatross, no manufacturer 
has been able to convince a public ad- 
dicted to the use of automobiles that 
@ small, compact and serviceable fly- 
ing machine would suit it better. The 
problem is-to fit the right engine to 
the lightweight ‘‘ cab’’ and narrow 
wings. If you harness a big-boned 
horse to a sulky there is likely to be 
trouble... The “‘ flivvers ’’ at the last 
Dayton meet were fascinating, but in 
an article in The Aero Digest the best 
that could be said for them was this: 

There is no doubt that with better- 
behaved engines the performances of 
the light planes would have been, star- 
tling. In spite of the engine handicap, 
the planes showed unusual air worthi- 
ness. Much praise is due the design- 
ers, builders and pilots for their work. 
And, incidentally, most of these planes 
were designed, built and flown by 
their owners. 

The problem, then, of the makers 
who ‘‘ fly their own ”’ is to get others 
to take their places in the pilot's seat. 
There will be no sale for air ‘* fliv- 
vers” until some genius. produces a 
small plane that is fool-proof and can 
compete | with the automobile. Who 
would not like to take his sweetheart 
or wife up nearer Heaven in a 
mechanical bird that was as safe as 
a fiivver on the ground, barring the 
risk of collision with some idiot who 
violated the rules of. the air? How 
tantalizing are these guarantees of a 
new American creation which is yet 
to prove that insurance companies 
will be prepared to issue accident pol- 
icies on it: high speed near the 
ground ninety miles an hour, cruising 
speed seventy-five miles an hour, min- 
imum speed thirty-five miles an hour, 
time of climb to 800 feet one minute. 
During a hot wave how pleasant it 
would be to ascend -to the height of 
Mount Washington in eight minutes! 

Always the name of Henry, Forp 
is associated with the practical air 
** flivver.”” Only the other day he 
attained an output of 10,000,000 
automobiles. No wonder he is ex- 
pected to solve the light-plane problem 
and put everybody who can pay on 
the instaiment plan into the air. 
Congestion down below would be a 
thing. of the past. Road building 
would no longer be a nightmare . The 
traffic police would have to go aloft. 
From Detroit comes a. report that 
Henry Forp contemplates the pro- 
duction of standardized airplanes, and 
again thera is. talk of air “ flivvers '’ 
to be built and put on the market. 
Analysis of the facts shows that he-is 
financially interésted, as the backer 
of a manufacturing company, not/in 
** flivvers,” but in a ‘substantial nine- 
passenger metal plane. The company 
has sold.one of the machines to the 
Government for its mail service. It 
is intimated that eventually this plane 
will be sold for $5,000 on instalments. 
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Some may'’be surprised by Dr. Car- 
REL’s acceptance of telepathy as an 
established fact. A college examining 
board lately regarded such acceptance 
as of a piece with belief in the ladder 
superstition and in the influence of 
the moon on the weather. Yet evi- 
dence for it, recorded by highly 
trained observers, has been accumulat- 
ing for decades. We know that the 
nerves of a frog react to an electric 
current even when ‘‘ nearcast’’ by 
radio. Apparently Dr. Carre. finds 
an ‘analogy, imaginatively suggestive 
if still vague, between electricity and 
intelligence. In modern philosophy 
mind is by no means limited to human 
beings. Most of us. recognize it in 
bousehold pets. If it does not exist 
in some rudimentary form in the sim- 
plest cell, how has evolution been pos- 
sible? But if we are to pluck out the 
heart of this mystery, many such 
questions will have to be definitely 
answered.

That was a practically un- 
impeded descent longer than a fall from 
any building, and that they were not 
unconscious, in spite of the terrible 
speed with which they must have been 
moving, is shown by the fact that both 
then pulled cords that caused the par- 
achutes to function and sailed softly 
and safely to the ground. 

That was the first test of the theory, 
but they risked their lives again in 
the same way. In the second 
both parachutes were opened before the 
2,000-foot level was reached—Basr had 
fallen 800 feet and Berroco ‘only 400—but 
again they. alighted~ without ury., 
Whether this change was dus uf nome 
disarrangement of the cords that held 
the parachutés closed till they were 
pulled or to a-failure of the men to 
measu distance as accurately as be- 
fore, the information at hand does. not 
reveal. . One carn half. suspect, how- 
ever, that their nerves had been a little 
shaken by the first experience, and 
they had not been able to wait till the 
intended fall had been completed.

Two Pulls of. recent statements 

* -. that -eyclones, torna- 
does and all other natural whirls of air 
and water, as well as several others, in- 
variably are ‘‘counter-clockwise’’ in the 
Northern Hemisphere and with ‘the 
clock in the Southern, “Don’t both 
halves of the earth turn the same way?” 
asks one skeptic, and several have writ- 
ten in to declare that the water goes 
out of their wash-bowls sometimes with 
a twist to the right and sometimes with 
one to the left. 

The apparent. exception™in the latter 
case is due to giving the water a start 
toward the right when the plug is, pulled 
out, As the force on a body of water so 
small is minute, the motion given is not 
overcome till the bowl is emptied. 

The unlike behavioy of northern and 
southern wind whirls'is easily explained. 
The Equator moves toward the east 
about 25,000 miles ‘a day—a motion that 
decreases toward the poles, where it is 
nothing. Therefore, the air just north of 
the Equator is subjected to a pufl 
greater than the air still further north, 
and a twist against the clock is set up. 
South of the Equator the same pull is 
the other way, from left .to right in- 
stead of from right to left.’ 

Even trees—some trees—are affected by 
the like influence and, if they twist at 

, twist according to the rule.

Defective Eyesight. 
To the Raditer of The New York Times; 

Superstition in all things, and notably in 
the field of physiology and medicine, is so 
commonly, discountenanced in your excellent 
Topics of the Times that {t is with dif- 
fidence I question certain conclusions drawn 
from a report “that 47 per oent. of the 
candidates for admission to the College of 
the City of New York already are wearing 
glasses when they apply.”’ 

One: is that whereas ‘‘most babies, if not 
all of them, have good eyes to start with,’’ 
modern conditions are against them, and 
“much reading, which began only a few 
generations ago, made on the eyes demands 
for which ten centuries of development had 
not improved them.” That is probable, but 
has it been duly considered (1) how many 
of the candidates in question were astig- 
matic? (2) how many generations ago 
cylindrical lenses were introduced? (8) for 
how » many generations ophthalmologists 
have attempted to correct, or even recog- 
nized, the minor errors and anomalies for 
which glasses are now commonly prescribed? 
Another ‘conclusion is that town life is at 
fault, “with its few opportunities of look- 
ing at distant objects,’ seafarers in this 
respect being much better off. Is it not 
true, however, that seamen are a select 
class,“inasmuch as gross defects of vision 
would disqualify them? For the rest is it 
certain that seamen are so manifestly supe- 
rior? ‘It is a singular and unexpected fact,’’ 
says Darwin, ‘“‘that sailors are inferior to 
landsmen in their mean distance of distinct 
vision,’? and this he holds was ‘“‘proved’’ 
by Dr. B.A. Gould in his, “Sanitary Mem- 
oirs of the War of the Rebellion.” (‘‘The 
Descent of Man,”’ Ch. Il, n.

Prof. Bratsted' Finds Old Doctors 
Knew Things That Modern Scl- 
ence Is Just Learning.

Alexander J, Wall, Mbrarian of the 
New York Historical Society, said yes- 
terday that Professor James H. Breasted 
had found in the Hdwin Smith medical 
papyrus of 1600 B.’C., which is the 
oldest treatise on medicine and surgery 
in the world, a chapter entitled, “‘How 
to Change an Old Man Into a Young 
Man of Twenty.’’ 

The payprus is fifteen feet long, and 
Professor Breasted is working . from 
photostat copies of it. He has had diffi- 
culties in translating the technical terms 
used 3,500 years ago and has not yet 
been able to decipher the details of this 
early rejuvenation process. 

The papyrus is described by Dr.

Dorothy Otto, 6 years old, the sixth 
victim of the incendiary fire in the 
five-story tenement house at 8320 East 
Forty-seventh Street early Sunday, died 
in Bellevue Hospital from her burns at 
11:20 o’clock yesterday morning. { 

Ten minutes later Miss Hedwig Brock- 
man of 1,085 Second Avenue, a regis- 
tered nurse and parish visitor of St. 
Boniface’s Roman Catholic Church at 
804 East Forty-seventh Street, arrived 
at the hospital with $100 sent by Father 
Francis Xavier Albert, rector of, the 
church, to pay for a blood transfusion 
for the child. 

Dorothy’s mother, Mrs. Margaret 
Otto; her sister Blanche, 8 years old, 
and Thomas Carey, who boarded with 
the, family, were trapped on the fourth 
floor as they started to descend and 
took refuge in a washroom. All save 
Dorothy were dead when the firemen 
found them, and she was rushed to the 
hospital in a critical condition. 

Father Albert, who threw open the 
doors of his church to the eleven 
families made homeless by the fire, fed 
and clothed them and made arrange- 
ments with the neighbors to give them 
shelter, heard yesterday morning that a 
blood transfusion might save Dorothy's 
life. Not being aware that the hospital 
‘| authorities would have administered it 
without charge had that actually been 
the case, Father Albert dispatched Miss 
Brockman with the money. 

It was learned by Father Albert yes- 
terday that Dorothy’s father has been 


missing from his home for some time. 
The family moved into the, Forty- 
seventh Street house from the west side 
three months ago. If Father Albert fails 
to find the husband and father he said 
that he would provide a suitable burial 
for Mrs. Ottd and her two daughters.

Mayor Hylan and ‘his Commissioner of 
Plant and Structures, William Wirt

és. In his statement, issued last 
night, it. was pointed out that Mayor 
Hylan’s assertion that their actions had 
been in conformity with the law was at 
variance with decisions by fodr Jus- 
tices of the Supreme Court who had 
filed opinions expressing the contrary 
view. Reminding the Mayor that he had 
not always held the view that the let- 
ting of contracts without bidding was 
proper,. the communication cited in- 
stances in which Mayor Hylan had 
vetoed just such resolutions.

waste. -Mr. Hylan says all the acts of

Need of Proper Control. 


Mr. Bernheimer made this statement: 
My long association through the 
Chamber of Commerce with the move- 
ment \yr commercial arbitration, has 
led me to believe that there is great 
need for control, supervisien and di- 
rection of the whote_ arbitration 
movement. The very generous and 
hearty response that has come from 
those who desire to.support the prin- 
ciple is most ¢ oneaies and with the 
enactment of the United States Arbt- 
tration law we are now facing a new 
era in the movement. 
. The bar of the country has rallied 
to the support of the business man’s 
efforts for commercial arbitration, but 
the bar insists, and in my opinion does 
80 V properly, that the handling of 
dispu in arbitration shall be by 
such agencies as have adequate meth-

I am convinced that unless there 
is some such control and direction 
of the entire movement there is great 
danger of inju to the movement 
through misapplication of the prin- 
ciple and through failure to regulate 
its operation. or that reason I have 
joined with a number of other men 
in the formation of this new Founda- 
tion. It is to be national in scope. 
It is to be provided with adequate 
funds which it will disburse among 

arbitra associations 
which cooperate in unison with the 
movement along practical and ethical 
lines. It is to directed by men in 
whom the public generally will have 
plete confidence. 
am more than ever convinced that 
this matter is intimately connected 
with the future commercial develop- 
ment of our country. Great Britain 
could never have attained the com- 
mercial. position she occupies today 
if her bench and bar in the commer- 
cial had not cooperated both in 
the establishmtnt of methods of com- 
mercial arbitration and their proper 
control.

TAUGHT LAST AT VASSAR 


Former Professor of Philosophy at 
Columbia Was Lecturing at 
“Munich When Interned.

POUGHKEEPSIBS, N. Y., March 23.— 
A chronic and despairing sufferer from 
itl health, contracted through &@ long in- 
ternment in German prison-camps in the 
World War, Professor George Stuart‘ 
Fullerton, former Professor of Philos- 
ophy at Columbia, 66 years old,.commit- 
ted suicide this morning by hanging 


himself in a clothes closet’of his home. 


He placed a chair in the tloset, looped 
a piece of clothesline over a hook in the 
door and slipped his head ‘within the 
noose. ‘ j 

Professor Fullerton’s poor health 
caused him to express the desire to die 
and he. had seldom been left alone. Mrs. 
Fullerton left: the house for a half hour 
this morning to confer with a nephew, 
Harold. Dickerson, about a trip South 
for the -professor’s health. Arthur M. 
Williamson, who lived with them, ac- 
companied her. She returned home early 
and found the body. a 

The news of Professor Fullerton’s 
death saddened many friends ‘on the 
Faculty of Vassar College, where he had 
been a guest professor. Although not a 
regular member of the Faculty, Profes- 
sor Fullerton was a welcome lecturer. 
He took up his residence here several 
years ago, and gave brilliant lectures. 
His most important work, ‘‘A System of 
Metaphysics,’’ and his ‘‘Introduction to 
Philosophy,’’ are well known. 

Funeral services will be held at the 
Fullerton residenee, 12 Randolph Ave- 
nue, at 2:30 P. M., on Thursday. 


A Foremost Philosopher. 


Dr. George Stuart Fullerton, one of the 
foremost modern philosophers, who com- 
mitted suicide by hanging himself at 
Poughkeepsie yesterday, was the first 
of thfs country’sexchange professors to 
occupy a chair in the University of Vi- 
enna. He was appointed in 1913, leaving 
Columbia University, where he headed 
the Department of Philosophy, for Vi- 
enna, to deliver a series of lectures. His 
lectures there continued through to the 
Spring of 1914 and included the follow- 
ing subjects: 

“The Realistic Philosophy \of Experi- 
ence,’”’ ‘Modern Currents of Thought in 


England and the United States’’ and 
“The Constitution and Administration of 
American Universities.'’ Later he also 
lectured at Graz, Innsbruck and other 
cities, ‘ 

His record for scholarship was so high- 
ly regarded by Emperor Francis Joseph 
that the latter appointed him honorary 
professor at the University of Vienna, a 
rare and much coveted distinction. 

Asa writer of philosophic treatises 
Professor Fullerton was adjudged one of 
the most significant and important con- 
tributors: of recent years. Throughout 
his works are charged with an eagerness 
and a desire to promote amity among 
the peoples of the earth. Shortly after 
the outbreak of the World War in Ger- 
many Professor Fullerton was among 
the first to point out the difference be- 
tween that country and-the militarism 
by which it was ruled. He held that 
the German people, as such, were a 
peaceful folk and victims of a system 
which they espoused against their in- 
herent impulses. 

These doctrines, especially dangerous 
at that time and place, caused his in- 
ternment in -a German prison cam 
where he suffered severe hardship an 
starvation for more than four . years. 
Thereafter he was too ill to teach, ex- 
cept for short intervals. 

Professor Fullerton was born in Fateh- 
garh, India, sixty-six years ago, the 
son of the Rev. Robert Stewart Fuller- 
ton. He came-to this country as a youth 
and at the University of saae Ahern 
received his - B. dégree in 1 and 
A. M. in 1882. The 
he received the de 
Divinity. He joined the Faculty of the 
University of Pennsylvania and won his 
Ph. D. at Muhlenberg College in 1892. 

In 1884 he married Miss Rebekah 
Daingerfield Smith of Alexandria, Va., 
who died in 1892. Five years: later he

CALLED BRILLIANT TEACHER. 


Dr. Fullerton Praised by Professor 
Coss of Columbia. 


Professor John J. Coss, executive offi- 
cer in the Department of Philosophy at 
Columbia University, yesterday charac- 
terized Professor Fullerton as a ‘‘bril- 
lant teacher.” He said: 

“We were deeply disturbed when we 
learned of the death of Professor Fuller- 
ton. He had not been in active service 
at the university for several years, al- 
though he always maintained a nominal 
connection with the department. He was 
an exceptionally brilliant teacher, with 
broad contacts here and abroad. He had 
been in ill health for the last twenty- 
five years, and was finally forced‘ to 
r . Since he had ben at Pou eep- 
sie he had seldom visited he: though 
he kept his contact through letters. The 
last note I: had from him-was written in 
a sh hand and he spoke of his con- 
tinu ill health.’’ :

$300,000 IS INTACT | 
IN BREAKERS VAULT 


Jewels and Other Valuables 
Had Only a Coating of Soot 
From Palm Beach Fire. 


CAMERA. REVEALS A THIEF 
Photographer Finds Man With His 


Overcoat in Picture Taken 
of Refugees.

PALM BEACH, Fla., March 23.—The 
vault of The Breakers Hotel, which 
burned to the ground here last Wednés- 
day, was opened this afternoon and 
$300,000 worth of jewelry and other 
valuables which had been stored in it 
were returned to owners or transferred 
to the vault. of the Royal Poinciana. 

A dozen workmen labored for two 
hours with crowbars and an acetylene 
torch before the outer door of the big 
vault was. finally ripped away. The 
inner doors were readily opened with 4 
key andthe inside of the vault, save for 
a thin cogting of soot, was found to be 
intact. 

Stacks of papers piled on shelves ih 
the vault ‘were not even scorched, and 
a cardboard box wrapped in brown 
paper ard containing 500. worth of 
valuable lace and linens belonging to 
Mrs. Jesse L. Livermore of New York 
showed not the slightest trace of a fire 
after the soot had been brushed from it. 

The first person to enter the vault 
were Hen Bemis, Vice President 
of the Florida East Coast Hotel Com- 
pany, and John W. Greene; manager 
of The Breakers. Mr. Greehe, who left 
all his own clothing to burn, while he 
supervised the removal of guests’ bag- 
fase, had left $15,000 worth of securities 
n a box in the vault. 

Others who had valuables in the vault 
included Mr. and Mrs. Otto Stahl of 
New York, $25,000; Mr. and Mrs. Thom- 
as Shaw of New York, $5,000; Mr. and 
Mrs. Tim Healey of New York, $20,000, 
and L. H. Greene, $25,000. F. M. Hunt 
and E. F. Arnold each had small 
amounts. 

The twelve-year-old boy whose wor 
in putting out embers as they alighte 
on the baseball grand stand during the 
fire probably saved the Poincilana was 
identified today as Hal , son of 
the manager of the Poinciana. 

One of the most striking incidents yet 
related about the fire is told of William 
Townsend, a newspaper photographer: 

When the fire started, Townsend, who 
was living at The Breakers, saved most 
of his belongings, including a valuable 
overcoat. After taking them to a place 
of safety, he sought a position of van- 
tage to the west of the hotel and began 
making photographs. 

A sudden gust of wind sent a shower

sons laden. with luggage, and, as they 
got abreast of Townsend, he snapped. 
Then he wention making pictures. 

Upon returning to where he had left 
his own luggage, Townsend found his 
overcoat gone. The next morning he de- 
veloped his pictures. In the one he had 
taken of the flight Townsend saw that | 
the man nearest to him was carryin 
an overcoat which he ‘was able to iden- 
tify as his own. The police have the 
photograph and are seeking the man 
with the overcoat.

"Padlock proceedings are to be insti- 
tuted against the former Western Union 
cable ship Robert C. Clowry, seized by 
the Coast Guard@Saturday night with 
3,000 cases of liquor on board, it’ was 
announced yésterday “by Federal’ Attor- 
ney Emory R: Buckner. ey: 

At the suggestion of Edward Barnes, 
Assistant Solicitor of the Legal Division 
at the Custom House, Mr. Buckner said 
he would seek to invoke Title 2, Section 
21, of the Volstegd act, which makes a 
liquor nuisance of any house, structure, 
vehicle or ship in which liquor is manu- 
factured, sold or “kept.” In Mr. Buck- 
ner’s opinion the success of the new pro- 
ceedings depends upon the intepretation 
placti upon the word ‘‘kept,’’ and 
whether or not it is regarded as synony- 
mous with ‘‘carried.” 

“Mr. Barnes-cailed me up and sug- 
gested that we try to padlock the 
Clowry and all ships seized.in the fu- 
ture,’” Mr. Buckner. said. ‘The point 
has never been- raised before, and if we 
are successful in this. case the advan- 
tages of padlock proceedings as applied 
to ships are obvious, We could lock up 
every craft caught violating the liquor 
law for a year. _Under the present pro- 
cedure a ship is libcied ana released on 
bond, and frequently returns immedi- 
ately to rum-running. There have been 
instances where the same craft has 
been seized séven successive times, be- 
ing freed to resume. business under 
bonds of each occasion. 

“The padlock law would clearly cover 
a ship which anchored and did busirftss, 
but. whether of not it would hold in the 
case of a vessel that came from, say 
Scotland, I do not know, but propose to 
find out.

UPHOLDS TAX REFUND 
ON EXPORT CIGARETTES 


Supreme Court Rales That the 
Lorillard Company I's Entitled 
to $143,397. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, March 23.—In a de- 
Cision delivered today by Associate Jus- 
tice Holmés the Supreme Court upheld 
the right of a tobacco manufacturer to 
enjoy the benefits of the draw-back 
clause of the internal revenue laws on 
the “floor” tax of 95 cents per thousand 
assessed on cigarettes under the revenue 
act of 1918. The opinion was made in 
the case of the United States against 
the P. Lorillard Company. 

The suit was brought by the Lorillard 
Company to recover, by way of draw- 
back, a tax paid by it upon 153,050,000 
cigarettes of its manufacture exported 
after the tax had been paid. Under the 
law the manufacturer is entitled to a 
refund or drawback of taxes paid on 
cigarettes intended for export and made 
of imported materiais. The tax in this 
transaction was $3 per thousand. Upon 
certification to the Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue that the cigarettes had 
ners exported, a draw-back allowance 
of $2.05 per thousand was granted. The 
‘floor’ tax of 95 cents was withheld on 
the ground that the allowance of ‘‘draw- 
back’’ could be made only where tax had 
been paid by the purchase. of internal 
revenue stamps, it being emphasized

“It has been contended,’’ said Mr. Sea- 
bury, “‘that Jay Gould’s will gave tne 
trustees power to carry on the testators 
business. Even if this were true} which 
is not the case, it is evident from the 
figures shown in the record of this triat 
that George did not continue the policy 
of his father. In 1892, when Jay Goula 
Gied, he. owned 61 per cent. of well- 
secured borids of the Missouri Pacific, 
and 25 per cent. stock. In 1915 the bone 
holdings had dwindled to one-half of I 
per cent., with 59 per cent. in stock. 

“The repeated contention of ‘We are 
doing what father would have done’ has 
no foree whatever. For Jay Gould was 
not subject to any fiduciary rules. The 
property was his, made by himself, to 
do with 2 he liked, to engage in what- 
ever speculation he saw fit. But in the 
case of the trustees their power was 
limited not only by the law but by the 
will. Edwin Gould once testified that 
his father had told him that his money 
had been made largely by taking over 
run-down railroads and making them 
profitable. Who ever heard of a boay 
of trustees authorized to carry on the 
business of the testator who was a spec- 
ulator. Even if the will of the testator 
did in fact give such authorization, the 
courts would not permit it to be exer- 


ble for a surcharge for any loss sus- 
tained by the trust estate. 

“But Jay Gould’s will contains noth- 
ing that even remotely suggests that 
the testator intended the trustees to 
carry on his business. Indeed, the whole 
elaborate scheme and plan of the will, 
with its establishment of separate trust 
funds, negatives such a construction. 
But it is evident that no attempt was 
made to administer this estate as a 
trust estate at all. George J. Gould ad- 
mitted that he was ‘the banker of the 
estate.’ All these tiresome transac- 
tions, differing only in the amounts in- 
volved, comment constantly on his 
breach/of fiduciary duty. 

“If this were a small estate and these 
same acts had been done by the trus- 
tees, there is no question but that they 
would have been condemned. Even if 
the will gave the trustees power to deal 
with the Missouri Pacific, which it 
didn’t, it certainly did not empower 
them to invest in new railroads. George 

Gould’s officious brain dreamed of 

new and hazardous rallroad extension 
schemes, involving the trust estate in 
the sale of the soundest securities in 
order to buy the highly speculative 
stock of the Missouri Pacific. 
“IT have spent much time in trying to 
find out what the defense for such acts 
really is. It would seem that the same 
rules that bind other trustees didn’t 
bind them. The only defense brought 
forward is an attempt to show that for 
all these transactions book entries were 
made. But that is no defense. No 
light is thrown on-the merits of the 
case by dumping on this investigation 
masses of details which have no bear- 
ing on the fundamental question and 
merely confuse the issue.’’ 

Many of the alle eged repayments to 
the trust estate of money borrowed 
were not honest, declared Seabury, 
pot No purchase of speculative se- 
curities by the estate in return for pay- 
ments on account of money borrowed. 
The hearing will be continued this 
orning at 10:30. 


N. Y. U. DEBATERS WIN. 
THE POPULAR VERDICT 


Argue Against Letting Congress 
Override Sapreme Court: in 
Match With Iowa State. 





In its first intersectional debate of 
the year with the Iowa State team, 
New York University won the popular 
decision last night. No official decision 
was rendered. The debaters met in the 
Washington Square College. After the 
debate the audience was permitted to 
ask questions and bring up discussions 
on the both teams’ arguments. 

The Western college upheld the af- 
firmative side of the question, ‘‘Re- 
solved, That Congress, by a two-thirds 
vote of both Houses, be empowered to 
override decisions of the Supreme Court 
declaring acts of Congress unconstitu- 
tional.’” The New York University team, 
which recently defeated Syracuse Uni- 
versity on this same topic, upheld the 
negative. 

Dean John R. Turner of the Wash- 
ington Square, Collégé was Chairman. 
There were six fifteen-minute speeches 
by each side. No separate rebuttals 
wére made. -

BERLIN, March 23 (Associated Press). 
=The annual report of the Reichsbank 
for 1924 shows a gross profit of 307,- 
000,000 marks and a net profit of 122,- 
000,000 marks, in which the Federal 
Government shares to the extent of 55,- 
000,000 marks. 

It is proposed to pay a dividend of 
10 per cent. 

Out of the share the Government re- 
ceives it purposes liquidating the renten- 
mark notes still in circulation. 

The Reichsbank now boasts of 46,380 
individual accounts, which is more than 
double the number. at the outbreak of 
the war. The prosperity of the bank 
during the past year as accounted for 
by its extensive credit operations and 
high interest rates... 

A statement issued by Dr. Hjalmar 
Bchacht, the head of the Reichsbank, 
Says that Germany industry and com- 
merce have only about one-fifth of the 
pre-war amount of liquid capital at their 
disposal. As the private banks are un- 
able to meet the insistent demands for 
credit, borrowers naturally turn to the 
Reichsbank, which, according to Dr. 


Schacht, is equally restricted in the 
measure of accommodtions it is able to 


end. 

“If the Reichsbank exceeds the limits 
of its loaning capacity it will endanger

resses,’’ the statement adds. ‘‘We are

Dr, Schacht favors giving preference 
bd the export industries and suggests 

© advisability of ee Oe gold dis- 
count bank. He expresses belief that the 
current falling off of foreign credits to 
Germany is a healthy sigm. He warns 
against excessive borrowing abroad, es- 
pecially in the form of short-time loans. 
In reviewing the year’s business, the 
directorate 1 stress on the signifi- 
cance of the Dawes reparation plan as 
ae stabilizing factor in the German eco- 
momic and currency situation. The adop- 
tion of the plan, it says, not only en- 
abled the bank to amplify its credit fa- 
cilities and promote the adoption of a 
soda gold standard, but in addition to 

e successful flotation of the German 
international reparations loan it paved 
the way for urgent private credits 
abroad. 

The annual report also reveals the fact 
that the bank was requested by the 
Dawes experts to discontinue its policy 
of credits to German agrarian interests 
which it inaugurated in the Spring of 
1924, as these credits, it is believed, ex- 
ceeded the legitimate functions of the 
eemi-official. bank.

~ SHOWS PROSPERITY 


J. F. STEVENS HONORED 
FOR ENGINEERING SKILL 


Awarded the John Fritz Medal, 
Highest Recognition for Spe- 
. cific Achievement. 


John Frank Stevens, civil engineer, 
was awarded the John Frits Gold Medal 
at the meeting of the four leading Amer- 
ican engineering societies at the Ene 
gineering Societies’ Building, 20 Weat 
Thirty-ninth Street, last night. The 
award is the highest recognition of spe- 
cific achievement in the engineering pro- 
fession. Among Mr. Stevens's great 
works was the planning and organizing 
for the construction of the Panama Ca-~ 
nal, the building of the Great Northern 
Railroad and the administration of the 
Chinese Eastern and Siberian Railways 
during the war. : 

Ralph Budd, President of the Great 
Northern, told of Mr. Stevens’s work 
with that road and on the canal. He 
said that when James J. Hill started to 
build his railroad ‘‘the success of his 
venture rested upon the sound judgment 
with which the lines were laid out and 
built. This constituted a recognition of 
the economics of railway location not 
previously accorded and created an 
portunity for a man with the parti 
attainments of John F. Stevens. 

In regard to. Mr. Stevens's work in 
Panama Mr. Budd said: 

‘Nothing so revolutionary in its effect 
on transportation as the opening of the 
eanal has happened since the railroada 
replaced the overland trails. . 

Roland S. Morris, former United States 
Ambassador to Japan, told how Mr. 
Stevens and a band of railroad men 
operated the crippled railroads in 
ria and tern China and kept open 
the ‘“‘back door to Russia,” by which 
means thé Czech army completed its 
journey around the world to re-enter, 
the war on the western front. 

Letters praising Mr. Stevens’s achieve- 
ments came from the nch, ese 
and Japanese Ambassadors, Chief Jus- 
tice William H. Taft, Elihu Root.

FARM PRODUCT VALUE 
$56,000,000 OVER 1923 


Larger Increase in Cereals Is Off- 
set by Decrease in Live- 
stock Values. 





WASHINGTON, March 23.—American 
farms produced $12,404,000,000 in 1924, 
according to estimates prepared by the 
Department of Agriculture, indicating 
an increase of $56,000,000 over 1923. The 
department attributed the increase to 
higher market values for certain crops, 
as. contrasted with reduced values of 
livestock products. 

Cereals accounted for $5,220,000,000, or 
45.8 per cent. of the total, compared 
with 39.8 per cent. in 1923.

A decrease of $66,000,000 in the farm

OPPOSES CITY BUS LINES. 


Citizens Union Sends Appeal 
State Legislature. 


The Citizens Union has sent a com- 
munication to the State Legislature ‘op- 
posing legislation ‘‘which wou. confer 
upon the City of New York unrestricted 
Power to establish, equip and operate 
municipal bus lines.” The statement 
also discussed other legislation as it 
relates to New York City. It follows: 

“The Citizens Union is opposed to the

enactment of legislation, certainly at 
this time, which wguld confer upon the 
City. of New York unrestricted power 
to establish, equip and operate munici- 
pal bus lines. If any legislation of this 
kind is to be enacted the powers of the 
city should be clearly limited and de- 
fined for the following reasons: 

“The borrowing capacity of the city is 
relatively so small that all of it should 
bé reserved and utilized for enterprises 
which the city alone can or should 
finance. None of it should be consumed 
by purposes whieh can be met by pri- 
vate capital, which is available for the 
establishment and operation of bus lines 
upon limited or revocable franchises 
providing for a five-cent fare. 

‘“‘The Union believes that any grant of 
power to the city to engage in the es- 
tablishment and operation of a public 
utility should be limited to enterprises 
which the city can demonstrate to be 
self-sustaining before an impartial com- 
mission such as would be appointed by 
the Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court, which under existing law passes 
upon the city’s application for the ex- 
emption of self-ststaining securities 
from the debt limit and appoints a com- 
mission to determine whether. street 
railroad routes shall be established in 
cases where a majority of the abutting 
property owners do not give their con- 


sent. 

“If the city is to establish and er 
ate bus lines or other public utilities 
which are not thus demonstrably self- 
sustaining, the power so to do should be 
contingent in each instance upon the ap- 
proval of a referendum to the voters of 
the city, given in the light of that knowl- 
edge and with full realization that the 
city is to assume another burden upon 
its taxes.

SHEPHERD BACK IN JAIL 


AS HEARING CONTINUES 


cused Is Said to Be Ill 
With Diabetes. 


CHICAGO, March 23 (Associated 
Press).—William Darling Shepherd, at- 
torney, indicted on the charge of mur- 
dering his foster son, the ‘millionaire 
orphan,” William N. McClintock, to- 
night again crossed the “‘bridge of 
sighs,’’ from the Criminal Court Build- 
ing to the jail from which he is seeking 
release on bail. The hearing will be 
resumed tomorrow. 

Chief Justice Harry Olson of the Mu- 
nicipal Court, referred to by defense 
counsel as “‘self-styled attorney for the 
dead,’’ repeatedly consulted and ap- 
parently prompted State’s Attorney Rob- 
ert E. Crowe, in charge of the prosecu- 
tion. Judge Jacob Hopkins refused to 
permit Justice Olson to testify today. 

Assistant State’s Attorney George Gor- 
man, called to the stand by defense 
counsel, admitted he had examined Shep- 
herd and released him. 

On cross-examination Mr. Gorman said 
earnestly, leaning forward in his chair: 

“If I had heard half the testimony 
that developed later I would have held 
Mr. Shepherd, and I would not have 
waited for him to come to my Office, 
but would have gone to New Mexico 
after him.” 

A. F. Reichman, former co-guardian 
of McClintock, repeated testimony given 
at the Coroner’s inquest, that the 
Northern Trust Company, of which he 
is counsel, paid out of McClintock’s 
patrimony to the Shepherds $700 a 
month for maintenance of the McClin- 
tock home during the years that William 
was in their custody. 

J. P. Marchand, who said he was 
“salesman’”’ for the school conducted by 
Cc. C, Faiman, who confessed to telling 
Shepherd how to inoculate his foster- 
son with typhoid germs, admitted on the 
stand that his real name was Patrick 
J..McMahon. ‘‘My wife didn’t like that 
name,’’ he ees 

Dr. George Fosberg, who was the first 
witness at the inquest to tell of Shep- 
herd’s alleged interest in germs, testi- 
fied that Shepherd had arranged a con- 
ference and consulted him about the use 
of germs and poison in producing death 
in such a manner that the use of such 
agencies would not be detected. . 

The inquest scheduled to be resumed 
today was continued indefinitely. The 
Coroner and other interested parties ex- 
pect to fix a date when testimony will 
be resumed. — 

‘Chief Justice Olson announced that he 
had subpoenaed. several new witnesses. 
Their names were not divulged. 

whepherd’s attorncys have indicated 
that his health is poor.

in the audience. Women of social 
prominence occupied the boxes. Two 
thousand persons were turned away. 

At 9 o’clock Chief Justice William H. 
Taft addressed the assembly over the 
radio from Washington, D. C. He said 
the two schools always have been and 
are today an inspiration to the negro 
race and are of the greatest value in 
solving the race question.

Volunteer Force to Help Keep 
Public Well Is Open to Any 
Reputable Citizen, He Says. 





A Public Health Reserve Corps is be- 
ing organized by Health Commissioner 
Frank J. Monaghan, he announced 
yesterday. He said that this corps would 
take the place of the Sanitary Reserve 


Corps, which has. been in existence for 
four or five P ipa ne and which had a 
membership of about 200. 

The Sanitary Reserve Corps, Dr. 
Monaghan pointed out, confined its ef- 
forts to sanitary lines, while the new 
corps will have broader powers and will 
look for any infractions of the sanitary 
code of the Health Department. It‘ also 
will be a means of educating the public 
in health matters, he said. 

Dr. Monaghan said he thought that if 
there had been a Public Health Reserve 
Corps in existence at the time of the 
influenza epidemics of 1918 and 1920, | 
the disease in this city would not have 
been as widespread as it was. 

The Health Commissioner said that no 
ater of politics entered into the or- 
ganization of the new corps and that 
the idea originated with him personally. 

e Commissioner said mamberahip 
was open to any reputable resident of 
the city and that invitations to join 
the new corps had been sent to all 
classes of people, including laborers 
employes of industrial corporations and 
me rs of civic organizations. He said 
the responses had been almost unani- 
mous and that there had been great 
praise for the project. 

Members of the corps, the Commis-’ 
sioner said, would take an oath to up- | 
hold the Constitution of the State of 
New York and the sanitary code. They 
will receive an appropriate badge, but 
will not have power to arrest. It will 
be their duty to call to the attention of 
offenders violations of the sanitary code 
and to instruct and cooperate with them 
in matters of public sanitation.

Finder of ‘‘White Indians” Returns 
Because of an Uprising. 


When Richard C. Marsh, civil engi- 
neer of Brockport, N. Y.f and discoverer 
of the “White Indians’’ of San. Blas, ar- 
rived in New York last evening aboard 
the Grace HMner, Santa Elisa, from Cris- 
tobal, he told “of his banishment from 
Panama by the Government, which held 
him responsible for a “recent insurrec- 
tion of the Indians. 

Mr., Marsh denied he had incited the 
rebellion. He asserted that the Indians 
had armed. themselves with rifles and 
killed several Pariaman police in a fight 
for privileges which they maintained the 
Government of Panama should have 


4 granted but had denied them, After the 


insurrection, according to Mr. Marsh, 
the Indians obtained the rights they 
contended were theirs. 

Mr. Marsh said he was linked with 
the insurrection because it started soon 
after he returned to the San Blas prov- 
ince with two of the three white In- 
dians he brought to New York City. The 
third albino Indian is being educated 
at his home in Brockport.

HOTEL ASSOCIATION — 
ISSUES A WARNING 


Secretary Cadwell Says Empire 
State Is Well Supplied With 
Hotels at Present. 


Mark A. Cadwell, Secretary of the 
New York State Hotel Association, who 
for many years has made an intensive 
study of the problem of hotel accommo- 
dation in the Empire State, in a state- 
ment issued yesterday advises cities 
now contemplating the erection of hotels 
to consider thoroughly their respective 
needs before going ahead with new 
projects. 

From recent investigation of condi- 
tions in several cities contemplating the 
erection of new hostelries Mr. Cad- 
well believes a warning is timely to pre- 
vent unnecessary construction that is 
certain to lead to a serious financial 
problem. 

“Many New York State communities 
are not ready fdr new hotels,’’ said 
Mr. Cadwell, ‘‘and a condition of over- 
building is bound to result. In New 
York City in the last twenty months 
there have been opened ap grmmaagenmn 
12,000 rooms, which is just per cen’ 
more than we had three years ago. 

Overproduction is not healthy either 
for the town or for the hotel, and where 
the need does not actually exist it is 
folly to proceed. 

Several up-State cities have solved 
their housing problems recently by tht 
erection of additions to existi hotels, 
which have adequately met all present 
needs. 

“It has often been proved that while 
it is comparatively easy to raise money 
to open a new hotel it is a hard prob- 


e do not want to. have another period 
of overproduction of hotels like that of 
1908-04,"’
